 1. This appeal was filed by mail on September 20, 2021. 

 2. On April 25, 2022, appellant served and filed a brief and addendum.   

 3. In a May 10, 2022 order, this court granted respondent’s motion for an 

extension until September 7, 2022, to file a brief. 

 4. On August 31, 2022, appellant filed a motion for an extension until October 

7, 2022, to file a reply brief.  The motion indicates that appellant needs additional time to 

complete the brief because of appellant’s counsel’s planned vacation between September 

15-22 and because appellant has been moved to a federal prison and counsel has not been 

in contact with appellant since the move.  The motion states that respondent does not object 

to the requested extension. 
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 5. On September 7, 2022, respondent served and filed a brief.  Appellant’s reply 

brief, if any, is due on September 22, 2022.  See Minn. R. Crim. P. 28.02, subd. 10. 

 IT IS HEREBY ORDERED: 

 1. Appellant’s motion for an extension to file a reply brief is granted. 

 2. Appellant’s reply brief, if any, shall be served and filed by October 7, 2022.
